For some timé past cattle farmers 
have been suffering severely in dif- 
ferent parts of the world owing to 
the prevalence of disease among 
their herds. Through this circum- 
stance we recently had occasion to 
call attention to the fact that dis- 
eased cattle had been killed in 
Guayaquil; Ecuador, for sale to the 
public, and that the authorities 
had at once stepped in and prohib- 
ited the sale of diseased meat, and 
inflicted heavy penalties on those 
who had endeavored to evade the 
wise sanitary precautions. 

The truth is, there are several 
well-known cattle plagues in South 
America, but it is only within the 
past year or two that they appear 
to have acquired mastery in a wide 
field. Sporadically they appeared 
here and there, and their ravages 
were limited. Now, however, the 
deaths that have resulted from 
them number up into many thous- 
ands, and the loss resulting there- 
from is widespread. Sometimes it 
happens as history proves, that 
these pests attract no attention for 
a series of years and then suddenly 
they spread with malignant viru- 
lence, to the injury of the health, 
and to discomfort of people, and to 
the ruin of cattle cwners who, it 
may not be generally known, in 
many regions of South America 
have to contend with many ene- 
mies. 

As an instance we may mention | 
an insect, called in Peru the alacuya | 
and which causes the death of 
many animals. It is a very small 
insect, which is swallowed by the 
cattle with the grass when they 
are feeding. By-.some means or 
other it reaches the liver of the 
animal. There it establishes itself 
and breeds a mass of worms, which 
ultimately cause death. This dis- 
ease, we may add, more particu- 
larly attacks animals which are 
bred in the higher lands, and which 
are brought down to the coast for 
‘consumption. In the mountains 
they breed in a cool and hardy 
climate, and have to keep contin- 
ually moving about to obtain 
enough of the coarse and sparse 
grasses which keep them in good, 
though not fat, condition. These 
animals when brought down to the 
coast, eat eagerly and greedily the 
tender and succulent grasses which 
grow in the swamps, and, in fact, 
over-eat themselves. Among those 
grasses there are worms, which do 
uo injury to the coast bred cattle, 
but which promptly breed in the 
‘hardy animals from the mountains 
and make the liver their chief seat 
ef operations. In the liver these 
worms breed, while on the outside 
a pustule forms, which enables 
the slaughierman easily to detect 
if the animal be diseased. The in- 
sect abounds on some of the Peru- 
vian tributaries of the Amazon, 
and in some places, and notably so 
in the vicinity of Moyobambs, on 
the Huailaga river, it is absolutely 
impossible to raise or keep cattle. 
The meat of animals thus affected 
cannot be eaten, as it is poisonous. 

We may here mention that on 
the banks of the many tributaries 
of the Amazon there is also an- 
other pest which is particularly 
nexious te animals. It is a fly 
which pierces the hide and bores 
into the flesh of the animals, thus 
causing an intense fever, from 
which the animals die within 48 
hours. No cure is known for cat- 
tle when one of these insects has 
entered the body, although hun- 
dreds of remedies have been tried.

They 
will share what little they posses 
with any neighbor in distreae; they 
are courteous and kind to stranvers 
who pass through their country; | 
they bave the elements within 
them that would develop into a 
brave, noble race of men aud 
women under changed conditions. 
In their rude minds they cherisb 
ideas of honor which they would 
rather die than vi»late. Some of 
these are very wobie, bui some 
others are as ba barous as ever 
cha ged the thoughts of a tameless 
Bedouin with intent to murder, 
Many reasons are offered to account 
for the ecceutricities of these people. 
But the chief reason can be found 
in the soil beneath their feet. It 
is poor aud thin, so poor and thin 
that so long as people seek to make 
a livelihood fromm it they wil! 
necessarily be poor. With predes- 
tined puverty, ignorance must al- 
ways prevail, and when for two or 
three generations men and women 
are Kept poor and ignoran’, their 


ambition becomes cowed wr de- | 


praved; they cease to aspire to be 
snything more than pour and rude 
mountaineers, and they begin to 
take on, more or less, the traits of 
wild animals. Their bighe-t ac- 
complishment is their skill with a 
rifle and kuife, their supremest 
pride is to wreak a bloody revenge 
for any real or fancied grievance. 
They can not raise enough from 
their poor farms to supply them 
with the common necessaries of life 
and to educate their children. 
Hence, un‘ess through the discov- 
ery of coal and iron or some other 
useful minerals, avd the establish- 
ment of manufactures among them, 
we see no hope for any improve- 
ment; their children will continue 
to be half wild an.i fierce even as 
their sires sre now. This is the 
effect of trying to live upon a soil 
too barren to supply the needs of

SARAH ALTHEA WINS. 


The Supreme Court Sustains Sul- 
livyan’s Decision. : 

San Franoisco, Jan. 31.—The Su- 
preme Court has just afirmed Judge 
Suliivan’s decision in the Sharon case. 
The court, however, has decided to 
reverse the order granting counsel 
fees. Judge McKinstry wrote the de- 
cision of the court. 

This decision is on the judgment 
roll-of the case, and goes to ths point 
that, if the facts found by Judye Sual- 
livan are correct, his opinion was cor- 
rect. It does not deny a new trial on 


the facts nor confirm the case. The 
chief point is tbat it is not necessary 
in a contract marriage to have the 
assumption of connubial relations 
public, 

The decision, which is written by 
Judge McKinstry and coucurred in by 
Judges Searls, Temple and Patterson, 
is as follows:

HOW IT WAS DONE, 


To-day a GAZETTE reporter

WHO IS HABERSH BE. OM? 

An Alleged Resident of Reno Dis- 
.. @@urses on Nevada Uattic in- 
“The recent cold weather in Ne- 
vada has played the mischief with 
the livestock interests,” John 
Habershom,of Reno, said yesterday 
to an Examiner reporter. ‘You 
seem not to have heard of it down 
here, but it is a fact that losses have 
been very heavy. It has all grown 
out of the improvidence of a great 
many growers. They have been 
trying to tide their stock through 
without hay. On top of this the 
stock was in poor condition, be- 
cause they have had too many on a 
given amount of land. This made 
the stock in poor flesh, and not pre- 
pared to go into a raw Winter, 
like that we have bad lately ia Ne- 
vada. 

“I believe the losses of cattle in a 
great many sections will be 40 per 
cent, and of sheep they will be 


greater, say not less than 50 per 
cent. Sheep can’t do anything io 
the snow. They are powerless, and 
cuttle, when once they get weak, 
can’t do much either at pawing iu 
the snow. A steer is a good deal 
like a clock. He goes about so long, 
aod then if the weather is still bard, 
he givesin. His vitality is goue, 
and since he hasn’t the strength to 
dig in the snow for .eed, and there 
is nove provided for him, he speed- 
ily goes over the road. 

‘‘ about the most sensible cattle 
rancher | know of is R®key, over 
in the Flumboldt valley. He is the 
exception. He put up this year, as 
he always does, a large amount of 
bay. ‘The result is that when the 
storm came on he began to fork it 
out to his cattle, aad they have 
came out as sleek as weasies. All 
the hay cost bim, too, was 90 cents 
a ton in tie stack. One would 
think everybody would make hay 
when it is so cheap, but history 
goes on repeating itself. They loo.e 
stock and atili they don’t guard 
against it the next Winter. 

Horses have got through the 
Winter better. A horse bas better 
traveling powers and is a better 
digger than asteer. If he doesn’t 
tind what he wants in one place, he 
moves on toa better. No matter if 
the snow is pretty deep, he finds au 
amount of either white sage or 
bunch grass totake him through.”’ 

“With the average mind there is 
a great deal of mystery about the 
| nu‘ritive powers of the native Ne- 
vada bunch grass. People generally 
dou’t understaud why, barren as 
Nevada looks, there is anything to 
sustain stock, and they can’t un- 
derstand oftentimes why cuttle 
vome out lookiug as fat as butter. 
The reason of it is on account of the 
seed of the bunch giass. The seed 
is very heayy in the top of tne 
grass, and it is full of oil, and this 
oil sustains life longer under more 
irying times than apy other feed 
known. Up North, you kuow, in 
the far Arctic regions, the peuple 
subsist by living on whale blubber. 
itis the grease that carries them 
through, Nothing else could do it. 
Just so with the livestock ir Ne- 
vada. Tiere is no tame feed pro-

“I notice the papers are publish- 
ing anu idiotic article against alfalfa 
asa feed. Let me tell you this, and 
itistbe wh.le truth: Our 2-year- 
old cattle, fed upon alfalfa, will 
weigh as much as 3-year-old cattle 
of avy other section of the world 
fed upon any other grass, and our 
8-year-old hurses are just as good 
and as fully developed as other 
4-year-old horses. That’s what 
alfaifa does for us, But it has this 
drawback: If cattle are turned too 
sodn in the Spring + the young 
grass the first mouthfuls will bloat 
them, but if the grass is grown well 
there isn» danger whatever. Pigs 
should not be fed upon alfalfa before 
they are six months old, after 
that if they have a little grain with 
the alfalfa and run in the etuoble 
fields their. meat. wil be as firm as 
grain fed pork, and the butchers 
can make all the bloody wurst they 
want with it. I havesold the Com- 
stock butchers $1,000 worth of bogs 
this Fall, and lam here arranging 
to sell them more, and also some 
beef cattle,’’

ACCIDENT OR SUICIDE? 


The Dead Bedy of Antonic Gomez

The Horse that Sells Best. 

This is a question that can only 
be settled by circumstances. If a 
farmer is so situated, and has the 
means at his command, we believe 
that the well-bred trotter or run- 
ner is the most profitable, but, 
generally. speaking, the “big horse” 
is the proper thing for a farmer. 
and the Farmer’s Budget has the 
following sensible views on the 
subject, which, if followed, will be 
of benefit : 

The horse that sells for the best 
average figure now is the heavy 
draft horse. The fast horse may 
sell for more money if he is fast 
enough, but taken altogether the 
average price of the heavy draft 
horse is above that of the trotter. 
There is a constant demand for 
such animals, a demand that is in- 
creasing faster than the supply. 
The demand is not only from this 
country but from all Europe, ex- 
cepting only Russia. There is no 
longer a ready sale for the light | n 
horses that were used not many 
years ago. They find buyers it is 
true, but at prices that hardly pay 
for raising them. A1}l farmers who 
raise horses at all know this to be 
true, as they are brought to a real- 
izing sense of the fact when on 
taking horses to the buyers they 
are met with the statement that 
they are too small. Large horses 
are wanted. | 

In the great cities, railroad cen- 
ters, factories, foundries, mills, 
machine shops, quarries, and in the 
lumber woods, thousands more are 
now annually purchased than were 
needed years ago. The American 
farmers are also beginning to find 
deep tillage and a more systematic 
and economical method of cultiva- 
tion necessary, in which a large 
class of horses is indispensable. 
Thus, on every hand, we see the 
plane of usefulness of the large, 
strong work horse extending,while 
that of the smal] family horse is 
becoming narrower. The demand 
that is thus opened will never be 
supplied. The price of such herses 
is smoreasing.
